} The possibility that Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst may name two 
new members to the city’s Civil 
Service Commission July 1 arose 
today during a heated interview 
in which he criticized the com- 
r mission for the position it took on 
two appointments made by him. 

The Commission this morning 
refused to approve the appoint- 
ments by the Mayor of Richard J. 
FitzGibbon as City Marshal and 
Oscar G. Schaefer as City Regis- 
ter, unless they resigned, respec- 
tively, from their positions as 
Democratic Committeemen of the 
Sixth and Second Wards. 

One section of the Civil Service 
Amendment to the City Charter 
prohibits persons in the classified 
service from participating in poli- 
tics. The Commission held that, 
although the particular sections 
never have heen ruled on by the 
courts, the intent of the charter 
is to prevent anyone in the city 
service from simultaneously hold- 
ing an office in a political party. 

Opinion by Counselor. 

The City Counselor’s office re- 
cently handed down an opinion 
asked by Darst, in which it held 
that FitzGibbon and Schaefer 
would not have to resign their po- 
litical committeeships to serve as 
marshal and register. 

Darst, plainly angered by the 
ruling of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, told reporters: 

“I’m going to be guided by the 
City Counselor’s office and the 
law. I’m not going to violate the 
law, but I’m not going to take the 
opinion of the Civil Service Com- 
mission over that of the City 
Counselor. 

“There had been doubt about 
this section of the amendment for 
a long time and I don’t know why 
something wasn’t done long ago 
about clarifying it. 

Slap at Republicans. 

“I lose patience with _ people, 
who let these things be kicked 
around so long, apparently for the 
purpose of keeping jobs filled with 
Republicans. They seem to have 
been awfully careful about the 
people they want taken care of.” 

It was at this point that the 
Mayor brought up the possibility 
of his being able to appoint two 
members of the commission 
July 1. 

The term of Commissioner Al- 
bert Schoenbeck expires July 1, 
and inquiring of City Counselor 
James E. Crowe, to the length 
of the term for Which he could 
appoint a successor, Darst was 
advised the new State Constitu- 
tion limits the terms of any city 
or county officer to four years. 
This would affect Chairman Lu- 
ther Ely Smith of the commission. 

Under the Civil Service Amend- 
ment, members of the Commission 
have been appointed for six-year 
terms. Smith was reappointed July 
1, 1945, and under the terms of 
his commission would serve until 
1953. However, under terms of the 
constitution, which went into ef- 
fect following Smith’s appoint- 
ment his term would expire next 
month.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
President Truman denounced the 
real estate lobby late yesterday as 
“a little group of ruthless men” 
who are putting out “propaganda” 
against public housing and slum 
clearance legislation.

Truman sent a 4000-word plea to 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, urging passage of 
the housing legislation as a step 
which will “greatly promote the 
general welfare.” He said that 
when House members vote on the 
legislation next week “they should 
be aware of the false and mislead- 
ing nature” of the propaganda 


against it.

WASHINGTON, June 18—After 
two weeks of Senate debate on the 
Taft-Hartley Act repeal bill, Ma- 
jority Leader Scott W. Lucas to- 
day was hoping for a vote Mon- 
day on the first of the five differ- 
ent proposals dealing with nation- 
al emergency strikes. : 

That would be on the amend- 
ment sponsored by Senator Paul 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, dnd Sen- 


ator George D. Aiken (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, both members of the Labor 
Committee. It contains no ex- 
plicit provision for labor injunc- 
tions, but calls for seizure and 
operation by the Government of 
businesses whose suspension would 
constitute a theat to the national 
health and safety. 
Court Ruling Cited. 

Implicit in its terms, as a mat- 
ter of law, is that should a strike 
or lockout occur after seizure, in- 
junctions could he obtained. This 
results because the Supreme Court 
has held that the Government, as 
an employer, is exempt from the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act which bars 
labor injunctions directed against 
employes of private industry. 

Indications were today, as they 
had been from the beginning, that 
the Douglas-Aiken proposal would 
not be accepted. Senators Claude 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, and Wal- 
ter F. George (Dem.), Georgia, 
were on record today as against 
it, but neither had even been 
counted as a°supporter. 

Ives Proposal Next. 

The second vote, should the 
Douglas-Aiken proposal fail, would 
be on the amendment introduced 
by Senator Irving M. Ives (Rep.), 
New York, providing for neither 
injunction nor seizure, but for 
immediate reference by the Pres- 
ident to Congress of a national 
emergency strike problem (for 
temporary legislation to deal with 
that particular problem. 

Then would follow a vote on the 
amendment by Senator Robert A. 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, which would al- 
low for either injunction, seizure, 
or both. This is the proposal that 
seems to have the votes. Two oth- 
ers are pending, but have no 
chance of aduption. The test will 
lie .with the three mentioned 
earlier. 

Senator Elbert H. Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, chairman of the La- 
bor Committee, stirred up a bit of 
unwarranted surprise yesterday 
when, in explaining the provisions 
of that bill, he said it would not 
deny to the President the power 
of either injunction or seizure. 

Powers From Constitution. 

Not all of those who heard 
Thomas seemed to realize, how- 
ever, that he was talking about 
the powers of the President which 
derive from the Constitution, and 
which statutes enacted by Con- 
gress can. neither add to nor sub- 
tract from. All this, of course, 
had been fully explored last Febru- 
ary during the Labor Committee’s 
consideration of the Taft-Hartley 
repeal bill. 

“It is a power which can ‘be 
expressed only when it is used,” 
Thomas told the Senate. “It is 
either great, or less great, in the 
degree of effectiveness of its use.”

Archbishop Tells Follow- 
ers Not to Believe Re- 
port of ‘Confession’ — 


Police Do Not Interfere. 


He Attributes Discharge 
to ‘Friction’ With Hu- 
mane Society President 
Grolock. 


Early last night three members 
of the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers appeared at City Hall 
and reported to Chief Wylie that 
Joseph Verdu, Edward Martinez 
and the latter’s 16-year-old daugh- 
ter, Virginia, were parading in 
front of the Martinez home, 2739 
North Forty-fourth street, carry- 
ing revolvers and @ shotgun. 


Crowd Quickly Gathers. 

Chief Wylie arrested Verdu, 
Martinez and Miss Martinez and 
took them to City Hall where 
warrants charging them with car- 
rying concealed weapons were is- 
sued by Police Magistrate Ray 
Tomaszewski. Word of the arrest 
of Verdu spread to the rival un- 
ion camps and within a brief pe- 
riod a crowd of shouting, scream- 
ing men and women members and 
sympathizers of Local 82 arrived 
in front of City Hall. Officers 
said a majority of the group came 
from a Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers’ fish fry at Tuttle’s Tav- 
ern, 4301 Cookson road. 

Arrangements had been made 
to release Joseph Verdu, Martinez 
and Miss Martinez on bond, but 
when the crowd appeared the three 
remained in custody. 

Describing the scene outside 
City Hall, officers said, “the 
women in the crowd were like 
wildcats. They were.screaming 
hysterically, and shouted ‘let us 
at them.’” 

A call for reinforcements was 
sent out as the crowd grew more 
unruly, and state police were 
dispatched from traffic duty at 
the nearby Fairmount Race 
Track. Deputy sheriffs were hur- 
ried to the scene from East St. 
Louis 

Followers of Verdu apparently 
spread the word that their leader 
was in trouble, and reinforce- 
ments began arriving from East 
St. Louis and Monsanto. Ryan is

PRAGUE, June 18 (UP)—Cath- 
olic Archbishop Josef Beran left 
his police-controlled palace today 
and appealed to his followers to 
remain loyal to him regardless of 
developments.

Asks for Belief. 

“Perhaps very soon you will 
hear all sorts of things concern- 
ing me from the radio,” he told 
the faithful gathered in the mon- 
astery. “You may hear that I have 
made a confession of other things. 
I hope you will believe in me.” 

All seats in the baroque church 
were filled an hour before the 
archbishop arrived. . 

“You know how I would like to 
talk to you from here, but I will 
not,” he said. “I do not want to 
be persecuted. I do not know how 
often I will be allowed to talk 
from the pulpit.” 

As the archbishop uttered these 
words, a murmur ran through the 
crowd. Some of the women pres- 
ent sobbed. and crossed them- 
Selves.

Measure Drafted. by 
House Would Change 
Price Support System, 


Let Secretary Try His 


Program on 3 Crops.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Possibly the highest over-all farm 
price supports ever attempted by 
the Government have been pro- 
posed. for next year in a bill 
drafted by members of Congress 
from farm states. 

The new bill, whipped- into 
shape yesterday by a House Agri- 
culture subcommittee, would re- 
peal outright the 1948 law due to 
set up a flexible price support 
aystem at 60 to 90 per cent of 
parity, starting next year. 

Instead, it wold adopt a new 
parity system proposed by Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Brannan, and | 


set price supports at 100 per cent 
of that standard. The Govern- 
ment now supports prices at 90 
per cent of parity. 

Parity is a price set years ago 
by a complicated formula intended 
to be fair to both farmers and 
consumers. There has been some 
fear expressed that in coming 
months under this formula the 
Government might have to pay 
out huge sums, meanwhile getting 
stuck with great crop surpluses. 

What Brannan Proposes. 

The plan proposed by Brannan, 
which the Administration is back- 
ing strongly, would let prices of 
perishable crops drop on the mar- 
ket, with the Government paying 
farmers direct subsidies to make 
up the difference. 

The new House bill, besides us- 
{ng the Brannan parity formula, 
would perfit a three-crop “trial 
run” for this controversial “pro- 
duction payment” principle, with 
the crops to be selected by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Subcommittee Chairman Pace 
(Dem.), Georgia, took the wraps 
off the new bill, but explained it 
may be amended before it is ap- 
proved finally and turned over to 
the full committee for action. One 
leading Republican said privately 
it may get bipartisan support. 

Brannan Plan “in Substance.” 

Pace said the new Dill follows 
Secretary Brannan’s farm plan 
“in substance” but not in all de- 
tails. 

“We have taken the secretary's 
recommendations on a new parity 
standard, which he calls ‘income 
support’,” Pace explained, “Then 
instead of the whole production 
payment program he recommend- 
ed, we are making a trial run 
with a few commodities.” 

Under the new measure, support 
levels would be boosted for such 
major crops as corn, cotton, rice, 
tobacco, whole milk and butterfat, 
hogs, chickens and beans. There 
would be slight lowering of the 
support standards, in comparison 
with present law, for wheat, 
peanuts, eggs and potatoes. 

Based on the parity index as of 
March’ 15, support standards 
would be: Wheat $1.88 a bushel 
under the new Dill as against 
$1.95 under the present law; corn 
$1.46 and $1.42; cotton $.2799 a 
pound and $.2745; butterfat $.669 
a pound and $.582; whole milk 
$4.22 a hundredweight and $3.55; 
and hogs $19 a hundredweight 
and $16.10. 

’ Percentages Listed. 

Supports would be set at 100 
per cent of the new parity-for- 
farm-income standard for wheat, 
cotton, corn, rice, tobacco, 
peanuts, hogs, milk, butterfat and 
horn wool. 

Eggs, chickens, flaxseed, soy- 
beans, dry edible beans and pota- 
toes would be supported at 1 to 
100 per cent of the new parity, 
with rigid standards for determin- 
ing the percentage of support.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Judith Coplon told the jury try- 
ing her on espionage charges yes- 
terday that her Department of 


Justice boss insisted she take the 
notes from an FBI “decoy” mem- 
orandum which were found in her 
purse when she was arrested. 
When the trial resumes Monday 
for its ninth week, Miss Coplon 
will return to the witness stand 
to finish her denial that she ever 
engaged in espionage activity. 
She testified yesterday that Wil- 
liam E. Foley, chief of the Justice 
Department’s foreign agents reg- 
istration and internal security sec- 
tions, gave her the “decoy” paper 
the morning of March 4 as she 
was about to leave for New York. 
The memorandum said Isidore 
G. Needleman, general counsel of 
Amtorg, Soviet trading agency, 
and another high-place’ Amtorg 


official, had become FBI infor- 
mants. Government’ witnesses 
have called this deliberately false 
and designed to catch Miss Cop- 
lon’s eye. 

“Hot and Interesting.” 

“He (Foley) said it was ‘hot 
and interesting’ and pointed to 
Needleman’s name,” Miss Coplon 
said. “He told me he wanted me 
to make notes of the highlights in 
connection with the possible pros- 
ecution of Amtorg.” 

Acting at Foley’s direction, Miss 
Coplon said, she wrote out long- 
hand notes from the memoran- 
dum. She said he returned to her 
office later and asked if she had 
done this. 

When Foley told her he wanted 
her to work on it over the week- 
end, Miss Coplon testified, she re- 
minded him that she was going 
to New York that day. 

She quoted him as saying he 
wanted her to take the notes with 
her. Foley also suggested, she 
related, that she put the notes in 
a wrapper. When he saw the 
tiny package she made he said 
“fine,” she testified. 

Foley, when he appeared as a 
Government witness, said that he 
showed the “decoy” to Miss Cop- 
lon before she left for New York 
and remarked that it was “hot 
and interesting.” He said he di- 
rected her to give it to an attor- 
ney working on the Amtorg case 
when she had finished with it. 

Prosecution Long Considered. 

Testimony in the trial has 
brought out that the Justice De- 
partment long has _ considered 
prosecuting Amtorg for failure to 
register as a foreign agent. No 
action has been started. Amtorg 
claims that it is exempt from reg- 
istering on the ground its activ- 
ities are purely commercial—not 
propaganda or espionage. 

Miss Coplon, ‘28 years old, testi- 
fied that she now believes a “top 
secret” FBI report on Soviet spy- 
ing in this country “also was a 
decoy of some sort.” 


A typewritten note found in the 
defendant’s purse said: “I have 
not been able (and don’t think I 
will) to get the top-secret FBI re- 
port which I described to Michael 
on Soviet and Communist intelli- 
gence activities in the United 


States.” 

Defense Attorney Archibald 
Palmer asked her whether this 
was written in connection with a 
book she was writing in “a serio- 
comic vein.” 

“That’s what it was about,” she 
replied. 

Miss Coplon testified that Foley 
also brought this report to her. 
She said she just glanced at it 
when Foley told her he wanted 
her to read it. Later, she went on, 
he returned and said that maybe 
she shouldn’t read it since it was 
marked “top secret.” 

“Thought He Was Kidding.” 

“I thought he was kidding,” she 
told the jury. “Then a few days 
later he came in and threw the re- 
port on my desk, I asked him if 
he wanted me to read it now and 
make a digest for him, but he said 
he wanted to read it himself. I 
said it looks like old stuff.” 

Miss Coplon said many of the 
FBI reports which came to the 
office where she worked were re- 
garded as “a laughing matter.” 

“Often,” she added, “reports 
came in marked ‘Strictly Confi- 
dential’ after the information in 
them had appeared in the newspa- 
pers from the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. In some 
cases we could identify the ‘con- 
fidential informants’ by reading 
the papers.” 

She indicated she intended to 
give this situation light treatment 
in a book she says she was writ- 
ing. 

Following her arrest, Miss Cop- 
lon testified, one woman employe 
of the FBI held her while another 
pulled off her clothes. After 
she had been thoroughly searched, 
she added, FBI agents questioned 
her for hours without telling her 
why she had been arrested, and 
repeatedly told her “later” when 
she demanded an attorney and 
asked that her parents be notified. 

Why They Rode Apart. 

She told the jury that Valentin 
A. Gubitchev, a Russian engineer 
who was arrested with her, sus- 
pected agents of NKVD, the Rus- 
sian secret police, might be trail- 
ing him—as well as detectives 
hired by his wife. 

She indicated that this is why 
she and the Russian rode apart 
om street cars and busses, as re- 
ported by prosecution witnesses. 

Miss Coplon is accused of copy- 
ing and removing Justice Depart- 
ment secrets with the intent of 
aiding a foreign power, Russia. 
She and Gubitchev also are under 
indictment in New York on espion- 
age conspiracy charges.

OIL THAT WILL POUR 
[AT 70 BELOW ZERO 
IS FOUND IN ALASKA 


| Discovery Made in Test Bore 
in Navy Reserve—Smells 


Like Gasoline. 


The world’s largest oil claim, on 
the northern shores of Alaska, has 
produced a honey-colored oil that 
smells like gasoline and will pour 
at 70 degrees Fahrenheit below 
| zero. 

The oil came from a test bore in 
the Navy's 35,000-square-mile pe- 
troleum reserve No. 4 in the Point 
Barrow area, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation says in its first report on 
|} Alaskan resources. Pointing out 
| that no oil in commercial quanti- 
‘ties has yet been found in the 
reserve, it said: 

“In the event that pools of suf- 
ficient size to warrant develop- 
ment are found, engineers have 
already roughed out pipelines, 
highways and possible railWays 
linking the fields with interior 
Alaska and eventually the ice-free 
coast of the Gulf of Alaska.” 

The report added that oil shales 
assaying from 50 to 100 gallons 
and more a ton have been found 
near the mouth of Alaska’s Noatak 
river. 

It also said Alaska’s coal re- 
serves of more than 110 billion 
tons may be found to justify con- 
struction of at least one synthetic 
oil and gas plant.

The deed, which transferred 
about 2600 acres of the 9500-acre 
World War II Army camp in 
southwest Missouri to the Board 
of Curators of the University of 
Missouri, specifically limits the 
use of the land and numerous 
buildings to operation of a pro- 
posed new state vocational school, 
“and for no other purpose.” 

The Governor late yesterday an- 
nounced he had conferred by tele- 
phone with officials of the War 
Assets Administration in Wash- 
ington concerning possible modifi- 


cation of the deed to permit use. 


of the property for health pur- 
poses, such as a state hospital. 
Conference Planned. 

Smith said he received some 
indication this probably could be 
done. He said he was sending his 
legal secretary, Tyre W. Burton, 
to Washington today to confer 
with the WAA, 

A series of bills was introduced 
recently in the Senate, at the sug- 
gestion of Smith, providing for 
establishment of a state hospital 
for seniles on that part of the 
Camp Crowder site taken over by 
the state. The bills would direct 
the university curators to convey 
the site to the state, would au- 
thorize superintendents of state 
hospitals for the insane to trans- 
fer senile patients to the new hos- 
pital, when established, and would 
make other provisions setting up 
and operating the proposed new 
institution. 

Smith’s recommendation for es- 
tablishment of the new hospital 
was based on recent survey re- 
ports calling attention to serious 
overcrowding of the state hospi- 
tals for insane patients. These 
surveys indicated about 30 per 
cent of the 13,000 patients in the 
mental hospitals were senile pa- 
tients requiring only custodial 
care. Their care, by inadequate 
hospital staff, in turn hampered

I am referring 
to something which happened to my 
husband and me in the Fred Harvey 
restaurant in the Union Station the 
other night. 

Upon entering we started to sit down 
at a table when the hostess came over to 
us and said, “Please take this table.” The 
table which she showed us was on the 
other side of the room, As I walked 
toward the table I noticed that this side 
of the room was empty. My first thought 
was that she was segregating us, but I 
knew that about three years ago this 
restaurant had let down the bars on 
discriminating against Negroes, suppos- 
edly with no strings attached. So I 
quickly put this thought out of my mind, 
because I realize that as a minority 
group we are too self-conscious and have 
a tendency to carry a chip on our shoul- 
ders about too many little things. 

Near the finish of our dinner two 
white women walked in and started to a 
table in the section of the restaurant in 
which we were sitting, when the hostess 
came over and showed them a table on 
the other side of the room where only 
whites were eating. About five minutes 
later a Negro woman came in and was 
shown a table near us. After this hap- 
pened we knew we had been very 
“nicely” segregated. 

We questioned the waitress and cash- 
fer, who both gave us a story about hav- 
ing to “rotate the customers,” etc., none 
of which made sense in view of what we 
had just witnessed. 

I hope other Negroes will see my let- 
ter and stay out of this place and places 
like it until this policy has been changed.

Seldom has a President used more scathing 
terms than those employed by Mr. Truman to 
denounce the real estate lobby. He says a “little 
group of ruthless men” is trying to mislead Con- 
gress and the nation on housing legislation and 
he adds in a letter to Speaker Rayburn: 


I do not recall ever having witnessed a 


more deliberate campaign of misrepresenta- 


tion and distortion against legislation of such 

crucial importance to public welfare. 

But the President did not confine himself to 
general condemnation. He took up the lobby 
charges point by point to show that they are 
false. Actual expenditures under the House bill 
will be about 10 billions, spread over 30 years, 
rather than the 20-billion estimate of the lobby. 
Unit costs of low-rent public housing will aver- 
age $8465, instead of more than $15,000. Such 
housing will be restricted to people of low in- 
come, and not be made available to persons with 
good incomes. So runs the President’s bill of 
particulars. 


In reviewing the fight of the real estate lobby 
against public housing legislation, it is some- 
times necessary to rub one’s eyes in wonder at 
some of the things it has said and done. Here 
is a private interest which, through previous 
housing legislation, has been greatly benefited 
by governmental action and governmental funds. 

Yet, like a dog in the manger, it does not 
want similar action taken in behalf of the poor- 
est part of the population. The effect of the 
lobby’s activity is to perpetuate the crime and 
disease-breeding slums in both urban and rural 
areas. These slums are profitable to their own- 
ers, who are willing to batten on human misery. 

Private enterprisers cannot and will not re- 
place the slums, because they cannot da it with 
profit. That is well understood and private en- 
terprise cannot be blamed for réfusing to en- 
gage in losing ventures. But private enterprise, 
which willingly takes subsidies for higher types 
of housing, cannot reasonably object to the grant 
of subsidies for slum clearance. 


Never before in the nation’s history have the 
American people suffered so much for want of 
places to live. The housing shortage is causing 
domestic unhappiness, divorces and even murder 
as people are crowded ‘together in intolerable 
intimacy. It is not a sentimental exaggeration 
to say that the plight of many is reminiscent of 
the line from Matthew: “The foxes have holes, 
and the birds of the air have nests; but the Son 
of man hath not where to lay his head.” 

The real estate lobby has the nerve to place 
itself directly in the path of the national wel- 
fare, and even to attack men like Senator Taft 
for failure to do its bidding. It is an incredible 
state of affairs, and it fully justifies the Presi- 
dent’s strong language. 
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An Illinois Reminder 

It seems to be becoming easy again in Illinois 
to put a few dollars on the ponies, to play the 
one-armed bandits and to roll the bones in mob- 
conducted joints. 

A survey by the State Liquor Control Com- 
mission indicates that gambling is again wide 
open in Mason, Monroe and Jersey counties. And 
it seems well on its way back in others. The 
Hyde Park Club in Venice and the 200 Club in 
Madison are reported ready to uncover their ta- 
bles within the next few days. Other “spots” in 
St. Clair County are doing business as of old. 

The time seems to be here for Gov. Stevenson 
and Attorney General Elliott to remind the 
state’s attorneys that the law against gambling 
had better be enforced on the county level if the 
prosecutors don’t want Springfield to move in. 
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Security But Not Waste 
Senators Morse and Thomas want their branch 
of Congress to scrutinize carefully the record 
peacetime military appropriations voted by the 


‘House. These constitute such a large part of the 


national budget that any padding in them cer- 
tainly should be torn out. There are limits even 
to what the United States can afford. Military 
waste cannot be tolerated, especially not at the 
expense of important items in the civilian budg- 
et. For example: housing. 

The difficulty is that the civilian usually is a 
poor judge of military expenditures. It is not 
possible to check the Sears, Roebuck catalogue 
for the fair price of a howitzer. Yet the cost of 
many items such as uniforms, shoes, trucks, au- 
tomobiles, ete. can be checked. It is also possi- 
ble to ask whether the services, with their man- 
power up to authorization and able to fill any 
vacancies by draft, need to run expensive ad- 
vertisements which point out their attractions 
to potential recruits. Further, it should not be 
possible to shroud every questionable item in 
secrecy. Price tags hardly impair security. 

Any questioning of the military budget, of 
course, must be done with an eye on the world 
situation. This is not 1913 or 1923 or 1933. The 
United States obviously must have more force in 
being now than it had in ‘“‘the good old days.” 
Security must be adequate. But Senator Morse 
is not violating security when he says: 

I think there is a duty of the military to 


eliminate the well-recognized waste and dup- 
lication that characterize its spending. 
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Modern man is obsolete note: Senator Hicken- 
looper attacking the custodians of the atomic 
bomb with a bean-blower. 
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A Prospectus Is Needed 

Maybe Henry Wallace got so much abuse for 
talking about milk for Hottentots that every- 
body else is now afraid:to use such language. 
A bit of it, however, would go a long way 
toward popularizing the plan worked up by the 
United Nations in response to President Tru- 
man’s proposal to raise living standards around 
the world by spreading technical know-how. 

It is announced that the UN and its asso- 
ciated agencies could spend $85,000,000 in the 
next two years just to get such a job started. 

All of these agencies can have a part in bring- 
ing the backward parts of the world a little 
nearer the level of the nations which know 
how to build automobiles, sewing machines 
and so on. But they would make more appeal 
to the imagination if they gave a few examples 


‘of how they mean to do the job. 


It may be true that “in every country, de- 
velopment must be brought about mainly through 
the efforts of the local population with the help 
of domestic resources, and by means of appro- 
priate changes in economic and social structure.” 
But what about the part that doesn’t come under 
“mainly”? Just how are the experts going to per- 
suade the local population to stop sleeping 
under the trees, and to get to work on the 
domestic resources? 

This is not meant to be facetious.. Mr. 
Truman’s idea for the development of the back- 


ward portions of the globe is one of the few 
really heartening ones to be announced in 
these days when the best brains seem occupied 
with atomic bombs, guided missiles and super- 
jets. 

. But the fact remains that the proposal is not 
likely to get very far unless its skeleton is 
fleshed out a bit. A few tangible suggestions 
would do more than anything else to enlist 
world support for a great idea.

Another Case of Church vs. State 


Another Russian .puppet regime apparently is 
ready to pit its strength against that of the Vati- 
can. This time it is the Communist Government 
of Czechoslovakia. It has placed Archbishop 
Josef Beran of Prague under virtua] “house ar- 
rest.” After a number of raids, secret police 
have taken over the receptionist’s desk and the 
switchboard in the Archbishop’s residence. Guards 
are at the doors. ~ 

There i$ talk of another Mindszenty case in 
the making. If so, the Czech Communists will 
find themselves in an even more untenable posi- 
tion than that of their Hungarian brethren. Ac- 
cording to all indications, Archbishop Beran has 
conducted his affairs with the utmost correctness 
and circumspection. As the Protestant Christian 
Century points out, he has avoided conduct sim- 
ilar to that which in Cardinal Mindszenty’s case 
allowed the Hungarians to give some color of 
legality to their proceedings. Archbishop Beran 
has drawn a sharp line between the things which 
are Caesar’s and the things which are God’s. 

He has insisted on the rights of his church, 
and he has protested against state efforts to 
set up Catholic rump organizations and to pub- 
lish a Catholic newspaper not sanctioned by the 
church. The issue, therefore, is one of religious 
liberty. There can be no question on which 
side the decent opinion of the world will be 
ranged.

Drug Men and Health Insurance 

Why are manufacturers of drugs and medical 
supplies throwing money into the fight on na- 
tional health insurance? Why, in the first three 
months of 1949 alone, did 42 companies give at 
least $174,300 to the National Physicians Com- 
mittee’s lobbying fund? Why should they, of 
all people, want to prevent a great broadening 
of health care that would carry the medical sup- 
ply business to undreamed-of heights? 

One answer is that the drug-inakers fear their 
prices will have to come down if medical service 
ever becomes really abundant. The drug and 
supply houses operate on a policy of high prices. 
Some of them have been caught in monopoly 
practices, Their gifts to the medical lobby invite 
suspicions of monopolistic motives. 

Another possible explanation is that the drug 
men are contributing because they do not dare 
to refuse. Doctors can favor some manufactur- 
ers and punish others in their prescriptions and 
recommendations, and those outside the profes- 
sion are at a disadvantage in challenging such a 
practice. A gift to the war chest and a blast 
against “socialized” medicine in a medical jour- 
nal advertisement is a kind of boycott insur- 
ance. 

The monopoly motive and the fear motive do 
not exclude each other, and they may be mixed. 
Whichever motive is dominant, this alliance of 
the drug industry with the reactionary leader- 
ship of organized medicine to defeat the ideal of 
medical abundance is a disservice to the public.

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Mayor Darst on Airports 

The desirable features of a passenger airport 
on the East Side—within a short drive of many 
of the city’s business enterprises and hotels— 
always have been obvious. In the past, how- 
ever, city officials hav® had to turn their backs 
on this inviting prospect because of the uncer- 
tainties connected with a location in another 
state. 

Mayor Darst now is urging the East Side pos- 
sibilities on the City Airport Commission with 
enthusiasm. He is able to do so because he is 
convinced that a bi-state authority, similar to 
the Port of New York Authority, will be set up, 
and that this will wipe out the old obstacles. The 
necessary legislation has been brought forward 
in both the Illinois and Missouri legislatures. 
The last word really is up to Jefferson City. 

A suitable East Side site, of course, will have 
to be found. But almost any location in that 
area should be preferable to Columbia Bottoms 
—which is not even conveniently accessible to 
the residential sections of the city. But asthe 
Mayor suggests, it can be maintained without ex- 
pense as a stand-by site if proper leases are ar- 
ranged with farmers using the land. 

Mayor Darst would turn Lambert Field into 
an exclusively commercial and military field. 
Such a change must be contingent on the real- 
ization of the East Side plan. But it does make 
sense not to undertake any but the most essen- 
tial improvements until a firm decision has been 
reached on the airport program. That can be 
hastened if the Airport Commission promptly 
undertakes the studies assigned to it by the 
Mayor.

While the Atlantic Pact Waits

Russia is using Paris conference to stall approval of the treaty, 
’ newspaper believes; Senate objections and delays already enable 
of Communist agents in Europe to proclaim that America can’t be 
trusted; thinks, therefore, it is folly to debate the labor bill first. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle 


Reports via the satellite countries tell of 
jubilation in the Kremlin over the way 
things are going—or standing still—at the 
Foreign Ministers’ conference in Paris. This 
is understandable, The West has not exactly 
forced Russia’s back to the wall in Europe; 
Russia was able to fold up the blockade—or 
modify it—and get out of the economic 
squeeze without materially jeopardizing her 
over-all position vis-a-vis the West. And 
having won agreement on holding a For- 
eign Ministers’ conference as part payment 
for lifting the blockade, she could use that 
platform, as she has in the past, to combat 
what she construes to be the major menace 
to her program for Europe—the North At- 
lantic Alliance. 

Russia now appears to be doing just this, 
doing it craftily, effectively, and with the 
considerable, if unwitting, assistance of 
President Truman and the United States 
Senate. The game shapes up like this: Rus- 
sia is prolonging the Foreign. Ministers’ 
stalemate as long as possible in the shrewd 
hope that, as long as there remains any 
glimmering prospect of achievement in 
Paris, America is not going to risk compro- 
mising that prospect by taking the overt 
step of ratifying the Atlantic Pact. At the 
same time, Russia is capitalizing on the 
Senate’s procrastination by quietly pushing 
this propaganda line in Western Europe: 

“How much can you depend upon United 
States assistance under your Atlantic 
treaty? You have heard all the quibbling 


over it; you have read of all the pious 


concern that it may infringe upon the tra- 
ditional American freedom of action. Now 
you can see what urgency the President 
and the Senate attach to it—they set it be- 
hind the long debate on modification of 
their labor laws. 

“Maybe you'll get American ratification 
and maybe you won’t. And if you get it, 
maybe America will stand by it, and maybe 
it won’t. To Americans, it’s something to 
be buried at the bottom of the pile of pend- 
ing business—a vexatious chore to be put 
off as long as possible, and perhaps indefi- 
nitely.” 

So says Russia, from reports that have 
come across our desk. And while it may 
not appeal to the well-informed leaders of 
governments in Western Europe, it is 
bound to have a strong appeal to the or- 
dinary people, and here is why: 


In Europe a government’s approval of a 
treaty is practically synonymous with rati- 
fication. In Britain or France, for example, 
it would be political suicide for a govern- 
ment to adopt a policy upon a vital issue 
such as this without having good assur- 
ance in advance that the policy would be 
supported in the legislature. In tha United 
States a President can take such a rebuff 
from Congress and still stay on to fill out 
his term. A European Premier cannot— 
that’s their system. 


But this important distinction is not clear 
to the man in the streets of Paris, Brussels, 
or London. So he is likely to misjudge 
what’s happening over here with regard to 
the pact and to be greatly alarmed by it. 


He knows the Administration has ap- 
proved the treaty. But he also knows that 
more than two months have now elapsed 
since Secretary Acheson signed it; that the 
matter has been under debate extensively 
in the Senate; that critics of the pact have 
assailed it loudly and at great length; that, 
while a Senate committee has finally ap- 
proved it, the issue has now been buried 
again for an indefinite period while the 
Senate passes on to other matters. 


It makes a poor case, in their minds, for 
the quality of United States enthusiasm. It 
makes a fairly credible case, in their minds, 
for the argument that perhaps we are look- 
ing for a way to back out of our commit- 
ments. 


If we are correct in our appraisal of 
those psychological aspects, each day that 
passes in which the Senate withholds its 
approval of the treaty makes the Russian 
case more plausible, and our own interna- 
tional position weaker. 


With all that is at stake in Western Eu- 
rope, we can ill afford to leave ourselves 
open to that kind of plausible whispering. 
There are too many Communists in France 
and Italy; they are too powerful; there is 
too much at stake in the fealty of the Ger- 
man people; the whole structure of what 
we are setting out to build in Western 
Europe is as yet too tentative and tenuous 
to make that kind of risk rational]. 

So we offer the Senate and the Adminis- 
tration the thought that the labor matter 
can better wait than the North Atlantic 
Treaty. 


Flora Sentinel Wins a Battle for the Press

trouble, 

Anti-union business men threatened to 
cancel their advertising in the Sentinel, 
then organized a boycott and helped the 
paper lose some 100 subscriptions. Union 
members and sympathizers produced 300 
new subscriptions to offset this. Editor 


Charles Allen Crowder, who in his editorial 
columns had professed neutrality at first, 
swung to support of the union. 

Then a syndicate of six business men 
bought up the mortgage on the Sentinel, 
slapped a judgment on the property, and 
had the sheriff try to seize the press. Edi- 
tor Crowder refused to surrender it. The

charge of “the tactics of dictatorship” made 
news far and wide.

Philosophy for Everybody 


HUMANISM AS A PHILOSOPHY, by Corliss Lamont. 

(New York: Philosophical Library, 368 pgs., $3.75.) 

Robert Bierstedt in the Saturday Review of 
Literature. 

In an age when philosophy itself has be- 
come a highly technical and almost exclu- 
sively academic discipline, it is refreshing 
to have a book on that subject which is 
addressed not to the professor but to every 
person who makes an intellectual response 
to the problems of human life and destiny. 
The particular response which Corliss La- 
mont explains and defends in his book is 
humanism, a philosophy which has many 
affiliations with other doctrines, notably 
naturalism in metaphysics and‘idealism in 
ethics, though not with the literary human- 
ism of Babbitt and More and Foerster. It 
has additional affiliations with science and 
with art, with romantic poetry and with 
politics, and with the ethical systems of the 
world’s great religions. Unlike most of 
these religions, however, its orientation is 
natural and human rather than super- 
natural and divine. The philosophy of 
humanism is an affirmation of life in its 
human aspects and endeavors, a yea-saying 
to all the turbulence of circumstance, and a 
confrontation of des- 
tiny which seeks no 
succor from invented 
gods and reposes no 
faith in worlds other 
than our own. 

Many men in many 
times and climes 
have been humanists 
in this sense, and the 
philosophy which Mr. 
Lamont develops 
here, _ therefore, 
touches great tradi- 
tions. These tradi- 
tions he describes in 
an illuminating chap- 
ter, in which quota- 
tions from poets and sages and scientists 
abound. He dwells further on some meta- 
physical implications of humanism, upon 
the humanist theory of the universe, the 
humanist reliance upon the scientific meth- 
od, and the humanist defense of democ- 
racy. 

In all of these inquiries he contributes to 
the systematic development of a point of 
view which has hitherto often been amor- 
phous. It cannot be said that his treatment 
of some of these issues is profound in any 
philosophic sense nor does it shed new 
light upon the solution of the more intri- 
cate problems of philosophy. But there is 
a consistency in this position, a quiet can- 
dor, and a courageous dialectic, which all 
command respect. 

Unfortunately, exposition of the human- 
istic view of life as presented in this book 
can easily be a labor of supererogation. 
Those who now appreciate this philosophy, 
and their ranks are numberless, will not 
need this description of familiar ways of 
thought. Those who do not appreciate it 
are not likely to react favorably to a cri- 
tique of cherished supernatural notions. In 
this respect at least Mr. Lamont convicts 
himself of unwisdom, for he quotes with ap- 
proval Disraeli’s formulation of Shaftes- 
bury’s remark that’“all wise men have the 
same religiqgn, but wise men never tell.” 
Nevertheless, it is useful to have this new 
discussion of humanism and the author is 
to be commended for his sober and sensible

PARIS, June 18 (AP)— Western 
Power diplomats concentrated to- 
day on removing the obstacles de- 
laying agreement with Russia on 
an Austrian independence treaty. 

The American, British, French 
and Russian foreign ministers, 
after a recess, will reconvene to- 
morrow to try to settle the prob- 
lem in what may be the last 
secret session of their four-week- 
old conference. They also are ex- 
pected to discuss a “code of fair 
play” which would eliminate the 
barriers to trade and transporta- 
tion in Germany. 

Austrian Assets Studied. 

The Western diplomats contin- 
ued today to study in detail every 
aspect of Russia’s price for re- 
establishing Austrian independ- 
ence. They were seeking to de- 
termine just what assets. in 
Austria Russia is likely to claim 
as part of its settlement. 

Meanwhile, leaders of the pro- 
Tito “Slovene Liberation Front,” 
a minority group supporting 
Yugoslavia’s territorial claims 
against Austria, have been called 
to Vienna for an emergency con- 
ference with officials of the Yugo- 
slav legatfon. It was believed the 
conference was called to discuss 
Austrian treaty negotiations. 

In Belgrade, the editor of Borba, 
Yugoslav Communist party news- 
paper, complained that Russia ap- 
parently had agreed with the 
Western Powers in opposing 
Yugoslavia’s border claims and 
reparations. 

However, the issue of an Aus- 
trian independence treaty was still 
in doubt here after a week's 
secret negotiations, but diplomats 
asserted the odds slightly favored 
an accord. Agreement between 
Russia and the Western Powers 
on an Austrian treaty, would be 
the greatest achievement of the

BERLIN, June 18 (AP) — The

as “methodical destruction of Ger- 
man peace industries.” 

The attack deviated from a 
Russian line expressed as late as 
last April. 

At that time, the Moscow radio 
pointedly favored dismantling. It 
charged that taking industries off 
the dismantling lists was proof 
that the United States intended to 
restOre west Germany’s war po- 
tential. A broadcast declared that 
America dictated the policy over 
protests of the British and French. 

This week, the British were 
forced to call out Belgian troops 
when workers in the northern 


four powers in two years. 
Reds Discuss West Plan. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky was reported in close 
contact with the Kremlin over the 
Western plan for a way of East- 
West life in Germany. The plan 
is said to call for: 

1. Formation of a four-power 
liaison committee in Germany 

(comprising each power’s occu- 
pations chief) to develop eco- 
nomic, trade and financial rela- 
tions between the eastern and 
western zones. 

2. Promotion of a free flow of 
goods, people and information 
between the eastern and west- 
ern zoles. 

3. Full and lasting implemen- 
tation of the New York agree- 
ment for ending the blockade 
and counter-blockade of Berlin. 
Two main differences between 
Russia and the west on a German 
mode of living emerged from the 
secret talks of this week, accord- 
ing to informed offical sources. 

Russian Demand. 

One is Vishinsky’s demand for 
an all-German economic body 
which would have the power to 
regulate and control trade, com- 
merce and currency throughout 
the country. The body would be 
made up of representatives from 
the eastern and western zonal 
economic councils. So far’ the 
West has refused to hear of the 
idea. It would be weighed on 
the eastern side so the west Ger- 
mans could not outvote the Rus- 
sian zone. 

The other difference is Western 
insistence for guarantees of full 
use of rail, road and canal routes 


Ruhr valley attempted to halt dis- 
mantling. 

The council’s protest, published 
in the Soviet Army Mmewspaper 
Taegliche Rundschau, declared 
that workers’ refusal to co-oper- 
ate in dismantling is “lawful and 
a duty for the national interest.” 

“Germans of all zones, join solid- 
ly in the national front for unity 
and a just peace,” said the coun- 
cil’s protest which was signed by 
east Germany’s No. 1 Communist, 
Wilhelm Pieck. 

The German Peoples Council 
was elected May 30 by the Rus- 
sian-controlled : German Peoples 
Congress. Its membership includes 
Gearhart Eisler, Communist. fugi- 
tive from the United States.

That is the inside word in the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

A sub-group of the committee 
has been considering the measure 
for weeks, but has taken no vote 
as yet. Author of the bill is Sen- 
ator Robert Kerr (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, wealthy oil-man. A com- 
panion bill was introduced in the 


House by Representative Oren 
Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, and Rep- 
resentative John -Lyle (Dem.), 


Texas. : 

The measures are practically the 
same as bills sponsored in the 
Eightieth Congress by former Sen- 
ator E..H. Moore and former Rep- 
resentative Ross Rizley, Oklahoma 
Republicans. In addition to open- 
ing the way to an increase in nat- 
ural gas rates, the _ legislation 
would riddle control of the indus- 
try by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. Two key Supreme Court de- 
cisions upholding such regulation 
would be repealed. 

Bricker Bill. 


Bricker has not disclosed his po- 
sition on the Kerr bill. However, 
he is the author of another meas- 


ure that would strip the power 
commission of much of its author- 
ity over natural gas and thereby 
open the way for rate boosts. This 
bill has received little public notice 
and it has not been considered by 
the committee. ! 

Alsg, at the beginning of this 
session, Bricker had himself trans- 
ferred to the Interstate Commerce 
Committee from the Expenditures 
committee. To make this change, 
he gave up a fourth-ranking place 
to go at the bottom of the G.O.P. 
list on the Interstate Committee. 

Kerr is not a member of this 
committee. But he has been very 
active behind the scenes in push- 
ing his bill. This may account 
for his militant opposition, also 
subrosa, against the confirmation 
of Power Commissioner Leland 
Olds.

BY LITTLE SYMPHONY 


First Concert in Washington

The Little Symphony Concerts 
Association began its fifteenth con- 
secutive season last night in Wash- 
ington University Quadrangle with 
an audience of about 1700 in at- 
tendance. The orchestra under the 
direction of Stanley Chapple 
played a program that was de- 
rived, as usual, from the lighter 
side of the serious literature, the 
night was balmy and the setting 
with its early summer foliage was 
as attractive as ever.

more concentrated sound. Less am-

IT WON'T CENSOR 
SCHOOL BOOKS 


Merely Is 
Checking on Allega- 
tion Red Propaganda 
Is in Some. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities assured edu- 
cators today it doesn’t intend to 
censor textbooks or interfere with 
academic freedom. 

The assurances were distributed 
by letter. They were intended to 
quiet some of the furore that 
broke out among schools and Col- 
leges—and within the committee 
itself—over a request for lists of 
textbooks. 

All the committee is trying to 
do, the letter said, is check up on 
“serious allegations’ made about 
textbooks by the national Sons of 
the American Revolution. These 
allegations intimated that Com- 
munist propaganda had been in- 
jected into some books. 

What Committee Asked For. 

The committee started the flur- 
ry by writing to various state and 
city boards of education and to 
more than 70 colleges and univer- 
sities, picked at random, asking 
for: 

“A list of textbooks and supple- 
mentary reading, together with 
authors, which are being used by 
your institution in the fields of 
sociology, geography, economics, 
government, philosophy, history, 
political science and American 
literature.” 

There were protests from edu- 
cational organizations and college 
presidents. Some members of the 
committee were disturbed, A fol- 
low-up letter went out over Chair- 
man Wood’s signature. It wound 
up this way: . 

“The foregoing request of the 
committee should not be construetl 
as having the _ slightest unfavor-

Can’t Hit All Books. 

It noted that some school offi- 
cials had said it would be impos- 
sible to list thousands of books in 
use in the fields the committee 
named. 

The committee said that if too 
much work was involved, “we will 
gladly amend the initial letter” to 
omit the request for supplemental 
material, and ask only for the 
title and author of the “principal” 
textbooks used in the courses. 

“Some statements,” the second 
letter said, “also contend that the 
committee is interfering with aca- 
demic freedom and that the com- 
mittee objects to the teaching of 
the principles of Karl Marx and 
other founders of Communism. 

“As a matter of fact, the com- 
mittee does not desire to interfere 
in any manner with academic free- 
dom, nor does it intend to censor 
textbooks.

NEGRO CONGREGATIONS 


GIVEN EQUAL STATUS 


Lutheran District Convention 
Votes for Admittance for 
First Time. 


Admittance of Negro congrega- 
tions as members of the western 
district of the Lutheran Church, 


Missouri Synod, composed of 
churches in Missouri, Arkansas 
and Tennessee was decided on yes- 
terday at the close of a five-day 
convention of the district at Con- 
cordia Seminary. 

For the first time in the 96-year 
history of the district, Negro con- 
gregations will participate in pol- 
icy making meetings on an equal 
basis with the other 265 churches 
in the district. The Negro con- 
gregations, which previously have 
been under the control of the 
Synodical Conference Mission 
Board, now will be entitled to send 
delegates to the district conven- 
tions. 

The question of admitting Ne- 
groes as members of congregations 
of the various churches in the 
district was left to the discretion 
of individual churches. 

Action of the convention was 
predicated: on a resolution pre- 
pared after the three principal 
Negro congregations in St. Louis 
had applied for membership. So 
large a majority of 500 convention 
delegates supported the resolution 


‘!that it was adopted by a voice 


vote. 

Churches applying for member- 
ship were St. Philip Lutheran 
Church, Goode and St. Ferdinand 
streets, the Rev. Carl H. Napier, 
acting pastor; St. Michael Luth- 
eran Church, South Kinloch Park, 
and Holy Sacraments Church, 
4000 West Belle place. The Rev. 
Howard R. Kunkle serves as pas- 
tor of both churches. Holy Sac- 
raments has a mixed congrega- 
tion, with Negroes predominating. 
The total membership of the 
three churches is 1000. There are 
four other Negro congregations in 
St. Louis, classified as missions, 
with a combined membership of 
about 200. 

Small Negro Lutheran congre- 
gations are at Kansas City, Mem- 
phis, and Chattanooga, with an 
enrollment of about 200. All are 
now eligible to become members 
of the district. 

The subject of admitting Negro 
congregations to membership has 
been under consideration for a 
year by a committee of clergy and 
laity appointed by the Rev. E. L. 
Roschke, president of the district, 
to study the matter. The com- 
mittee prepared and introduced 
the precedent-breaking resolution. 

The Rev. Dr. Frederic Niedner, 
of Immanuel Church, St. Charles, 
was chairman of the’ committee.

Is Fined $25 


VAN HORN, Tex., June 18 (AP) 
—The driver of a bus which was 
involved in the accident that in- 
jured golfer Ben Hogan was con- 
victed yesterday of aggravated 
assault with a motor vehicle. 

A county court jury fined the 
driver, Alvin H. Logan, 27, of 
Pecos, Tex., $25 and costs.

HUNGARY BREAKS OFF TRADE

TUGMEN AWARDED $174,000 
FOR FREEING LINER ELIZABETH 


LONDON, June 18 (AP) — 
Twelve tugboats which pulled the 
liner Queen Elizabeth off a 
Southampton mudbank two years 
ago will receive £43,500 ($174,000) 
for salvage. An Admiralty court 
yesterday upheld the tugmen’s 
claims for payment. 

The Cunard White Star Line, 
which operates the huge liner be- 
tween New York and Southamp- 
ton, contended unsuccessfully that 
the tugs were bound by a 1925 
contract to rescue the liner with- 
out claiming salvage fees. 

The judgment held the contract 
merely required tug owners to

They shoved him ifto a 
police car and held him on the 
floor of the machine as the mob 
smashed one window in thé car in 
their efforts to get at him. Ryan 
was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where a second disturbance was 
narrowly averted when friends of 
Petroski and Rodriguez, who had 
followed the wounded men to the 
same hospital, saw the assailant. 

Ryan told officers he fired his 
revolver in self-defense when the 
mob closed in on him. He was 
treated for a severe head injury, 
and is held under guard at the 
hospital. A warrant charging 
Ryan with assault to murder was 
issued today. 

Ryan’s revolver was the only 
weapon police found at the scene. 
Officers repeatedly charged into 
the fighting crowd following 
shouts that *“some Member had 
“a gun.” Police rescued one beat- 
en fighter from underneath an 
automobile, where he had crawled 
to escape further punishment. 

Tries to Quiet Crowd. 

At the height of the riot Joseph 
H. Carrillo, president of Local 82, 
stood on the City Hall steps and 
tried to quiet his followers. He 
announced that Joseph Verdu and 
Martinez were to be taken to jail 
at Belleville, and that there would 
be an orderly hearing later, There 
were cheers from the crowd, but 
women in the mob began scream- 
ing again a few minutes later.

A club over the 
head of management is no better 
instrument for bringing industrial 
peace than is a sword over the 
head of labor.” 

Until 1947—the year the Taft- 
Hartley Act was enacted—the 
President of the United States 
was able to keep from collapsing, 
Pepper said, and he thought the 
President would not be utterly 
helpless if the Taft-Hartley Act 
and the pending Taft and Doug- 
las amendments were all to pass 
out of existence. 


Capehart Supports Pepper 

For the second day the Pepper 
thesis found support coming from 
an astonishing quarter — Senator 
Homer Capehart (Rep.), Indiana. 
‘He renewed the argument he had 
made the day before that the 
Taft plan, the Douglas plan, the 
Morse plan, and any plan which 
called for temporary seizure or 
temporary injunction was only a 
temporary remedy for a crisis and 
so reliance should be placed on 
the inherent powers of the Presi- 
dent. 

This of course is the ultimate 
remedy in the Administration’s 
plan, and Capehart’s unexpected 
advocacy of it is out of character 
with his record in the Senate. 
Supporters of the Thomas bill, 
however, were not counting on 
Capehart’s vote, supposing that by 
the time that vote comes, if a vote 
is reached on it, Capehart’s col- 
leagues on the Republican side of 
the aisle will have had an oppor- 
tunity to enlighten him. 

Senator Taft cut through some 
of the confusion when he observed 
that the Douglas amendment, 
without mentioning the injunc- 
tion, gives the right of injunction 
after Government seizure, and the

“Does not the Senator think,”

“Reiterated No.” 


Pepper’s answer was, he said, a

to Congress. Pepper said he hadn’t 
studied that thoroughly, but 
thought it, next to the Thomas 
bill itself, the most satisfactory 
and least objectionable plan sug- 
gested.

Commendation by Lewis.

In brief, here are the points he 
listed:

2. The lobby claims that each 
low-rent public housing unit will 
cost more than $15,000.

3. The lobby “there is no long- 
er any pretense that public 
housing is for the poor.” The 
facts are, Truman said, the bill 
requires local public housing au- 
thorities to give preference for 
admission to public housing proj- 
ects to low income families hav- 
ing having the most urgent hous- 
ing needs. Furthermore, the bill 
requires local authorities to 
establish upper income limits for 
admission. 

4, The lobby claims that “pub- 
lic housing will not be used to 
clear slums, but will be built in 
sreas where it can compete with 
private housing.” This claim, 
the President said, is an excel- 
lent example of “distortion of 
facts to confuse the people.” The 
bill, he added, insures that pub- 
lic housing will not compete 
with decent private housing, no 
matter where it is built. “It 
will, of course, compete with 
slum housing—that is its pur- 
pose.” 

5. The lobby claims that “the 
wishes of a local community will 
not be consulted but Govern- 
ment housing will be imposed.” 
Truman replied: “Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. No 
slum clearance or public hous- 
ing project can be initiated un- 
der the bill by any one but a 
local agency, established under 
state and local law by the people 
of the local community.” 

6. The lobby last year “cried 
that we should not construct 
new public housing projects be- 
cause private builders were 
building everything that was 
needed,” but this year is ar- 
guing that “we should not con- 
struct public housing projects on 
the claim that there is no longer 

any need for them.” 
“Fallacious” Claims. 

The President said both claims 
are “fallacious.” He added that 
neither last year nor this year 
have private builders been pro- 
ducing houses to meet the needs 
of low-income families. 

7. The lobby “even attempts 
to twist the local tax features” 
of the bill into an argument 
against it. The President said 
that from the beginning of pub- 
lic housing, local governments 
have been required to contrib- 
ute an amount equal to 20 per 
cent of the federal contribu- 
tions. He said cities and towns 
uniformly have chosen to make 
this contribution in the form of 
exemptions from real and per- 
sonal property taxes, and the 
bill simply writes this practice 
into law “unless the locality is 
legally barred from doing so, in 
which case the local contribu- 
tion may be made in cash.” 

8. The lobby claims that to 
provide adequate housing for 
low-income groups will “encour- 
age indolence and shiftlessness 
and destroy thrift and initia- 
tive.” The President retorted: 

“This is the hoary old chest- 
nut that has been used as an 
argument against proposals to 
advance the public welfare ever 
since the nation was founded. 

. . « The plain fact is that 
thrift, industry and initiative 
‘are encouraged, not discour- 
aged, by clean and decent hous- 
ing.” 

9. The lobby claims the bill is 
“socialistic.” The President said 
if this argument is intended se- 
riously’ “it is false.” He said 
the measure “will strengthen, 
not weaken, private enterprise.” 

He said he is sure, however, 
the socialistic charge is not 
meant seriously because the 
real estate men know better. He 
said the 24 Republican and 33 
Democratic Senators who voted 
for a comparable bill did not 
believe the charge. Housing 
legislation passed the Senate by 
a vote of 57 to 13.

As 
manufacturers of such things as 
refrigerators and radios, washing 
machines and bicycles ‘cut their 
steel orders, more steel was avail- 
able for the car makers and they 
took quick advantage. 

Views of Future. 

Production of automobiles and 
trucks this week in the United 
States reached a 20-year high but 
there was new talk of probable 
price cuts and other inducements 
to be offered prospective buyers 
in the fall when the industry 
looks for a decline in new car 
orders. 

Business had a few more words 
of encouragement during the 
week, from Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., 
chairman, and C, E, Wilson, 
president, of General Motors Cor- 
poration, who said they could not 
see any real depression for the 
United States. 

And from another economic ex- 
pert came this advice this week: 
Don’t forget that 60,000,000 Ameri- 
cans still are working and that 
the current recession is merely a 
backdown from abnormally high 
peaks of the post war period to 
levels more nearly approaching 
what businessmen consider nor- 
mal. 

The Early Week Fall. 

All sections of the stock market 
were hard hit in Monday’s break, 
when the _ industrial average

North was unwise in more ways 
than one when he redoubled four 
spades, First, he could not have 
really “hurt” the opponents if 
they had run to either five dia- 
monds or five hearts; second— 
although this was really not 
North’s fault—South went down a 
trick for a 400-point penalty. 


West could have insured defeat 
of the contract by opening a club, 
but he could scarcely know that, 
and it did not seem at all danger- 
ous to lay down the diamond 
king. South ruffed, took out the 
trumps in one lead, then led a 
heart toward his own king. Not 
unnaturally, in view of the bid- 
ding, West took the trick, and his 
club shift settled the matter. 


It was naive of South to play 
for the heart ace on side, espe- 
cially since@ja far more propitious 
plan was available. After ruffing 
the opening lead, he should have 
entered dummy with a trump, 
then led the diamond jack and 
discarded a club on it (unless 
East covered). West would win 
and presumably 
South would take the trick, go 
back to dummy with a trump, and 
lead the diamond 10. If East cov- 
ered, South would ruff and return 
once more to dummy to discard 
his last club on the diamond nine; 
if East did not cover, South 
would discard the club then and 
there. This would give South 
seven spade tricks, one diamond, 
one club and one heart ruff in 
dummy. 

It would not do East any good 
to cover the diamond jack, be- 
cause declarer would ruff, go back 
to dummy and then discard a club 
on the diamond 10.

The U.S.8.R. for some un- 
known reason seemed to want to 
get the vote of the commission on 
the articles, and if there was 
only time to get this vote on one 
or two articles they sald they 
would be satisfied to pass on the 
others, apparently without com- 
ment or discussion, with the rest 
of the Covenant to the govern- 
ments.

BECAUSE the U.8S.8.R. tried so 
hard to get a vote on the first 
two articles, and a procedural de- 
bate intervened on a resolution 
presented by the representative 
from Denmark, no vote was at- 
tained Thursday and we merely 
considered the two Soviet articles 
—the right to work and the right 
to equal pay for men and women. 

The Australian delegation pre- 
sented all their amendments in 
one package so that their presen- 
tation was ready to go forward 
even though there may not be 
time for anyone to take up any 
one of their articles in debate. 

The delegate from India spoke 
strongly in favor of having the 
economic and social rights in- 
cluded in a second convention be- 
cause she was afraid that other 
nations might have some of the 
difficulties that India experienced 
in accepting immediately these 
social and economic rights with 
their budgetary implications. As 
she explained, India, being a new 
state, did not have a sufficiently 
firm economic foundation for 
them to accept thege obligations 
at once, in spite of the fact that 
they had great sympathy for them.
